His life-story is & chronique scandaleusc. 
Essays in the present volume describing 
the gallant lord’s career are sickly read- 
ing. It was not that Byron sinned; he 
was completely corrupt. Some excuse may 
be found in his tainted ancestry, which 
poisoned his being; but, in any case, 16 
would be better to ignore or forget the 
man, and think and write only of the 
poet and the friend of Greece. It was an 
accident that the brain which conceived 
“Cain” and the poem on Marathon was 
linked to the being that intrigued with 
the Guiccioli—as some vulgar. passages in 
this book too generously describe—and the 
brain was no mean one. 

Byron's position as a poet is, of course, 
a minor one. His style was too copious, 
too careless, to have that preciosité which 
would consistently do justice to the beanty 
of his imagination and the ardour of his 
emotion. Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch and 
Professor Saintsbury, in the best of the 
papers here collected, deal adequately with 
is literary genius.

The Reverend Ronald Knox, in his 
“ Memories. of the Future,” revealed a 
talent for sparkling social satire, and his 
latest sally displays his humour at its 
best. He has drawn a group of frivolous 
intellectuals, assembled in a remote 
Scottish castle to fish and argue—Buchan's 
“Lodge in the Wilderness” in a Scottish 
setting. Buchan’s people discussed the 
foundations of conservatism, but Mr. 
Knox’s folk talk for talk’s sake. If there 
is any penchant in their brilliant chatter, 
it is for “Catholicism,” thouch it is not 
quite clear what is the exact connotation 
of that word in their mouths and on their 
author's pen. The blunt Irish mind is 
set admiring when differences that make 
us angry in Ireland are whipped into 
epigrammatic froth by the debaters, and 
our slogans are turned to dance music.

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that the Labour Party refused to nominate

As the Speaker ruled that personal questions could not bé raised, 
the discussion on broadcasting was confined to the relative merits.of the 
principles of public and private control. 

Mr. Blythe urged that, before aState service was e@tablished, the 


question of cost should be closely examined. 


Very few of the speakers 


gave support to the Committee’s scheme for a State service. 


ARMY INQUIRY. 


COMMITTEE OF FIVE. 


—_— 


In the Dail yesterday, President Coggrave 
said that the persons who had been appointed 
to carry out the Army inquiry were :—Mr. 
Justice Meredith, the Minister for Education, 
and Mr. McGilligan. On. Friday last, General 
Mulcahy raised the question of having. the 
scope and personnel of the inquiry extended. 
Since then they had decided to appoint a 
(ommittee of five — two legal persons and 
taree others. Considering the matter subse- 
quently, they came to the conclusion that 
the four parties in the House should be 
represented, and it was decided that the 
chajrmen of the parties should be asked 
to nominate a member. The Committee 
would, therefore, comprise:—Mr. Jwstice 
Meredith, Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, and a 
vepresentative of the Farmers’ Party, the 
Labour Party and the Independents, with 
Mr. McGilligan. 

He had received nominations, of which he 
approved, from all except the Labour Party, 

- the leader of which informed him that nobody 
outside of the House should be on that 
particular Committee—that it was a Dail 

"rt He could not, subscribe to that. 

e had not seen Deputy McGrath to know 
whether the particular personnel. or arrange- 
ments, for the inquiry met with his approval. 

At the last sitting of the Dail he had told 
General Mulcahy that the inquiry would not 
be conducted on oath, that the Committee 
would have no legal power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, and that a verbatim 
report of the evidence would be taken. 

It was not suggested that the Committee 
should be asked to make recommendations 
other than such as were called for under the 
terms of referencé. Persons involved in the 
events that led up to the inquiry would be 
allowed to be present at the whole of the 
inquiry, or to depute persons to represent 
them; and a copy of any evidence implicatin 
any person, or persons, would be furnishe 
to those concerned, and they would ‘have. an 
opportunity to rebut. : 


TERMS UNCHANGED. 


Mr. Mulcahy asked whether the President 
had any answer to his question about extend- 
ing the terms of reference: 

President Cosgrave said that he had not 
seen that question in the official report; but 
the answer was that it was not. intended to 
extend the terms: of reference. 

Mr. T. Johnson said that, on consideration 
of the matter, the Labour Party had come to 
conclusion that in view of the terms of re- 
lerence and the kind of inquiry that had been 
called for—viz., an inquiry into the adminis- 
tration of a departinent of State—it-was not 
good policy to call in persons who were not 
members of the Dail. They thought that it 
wus lable to be taken as a confession that 
the Dail was not competent to inquire into 
afiairs of State, for which it had the ultimate 
responsibility. 

While it might be true that the setting up 
of the tribunal was the result of a pledge 
made by the President to Mr. McGrath, there 
was also a pledge made to the 
Dail. A charge was made in the Dail oi 
incompetence, bungling and mismanagement, 
and it became the responsibility of the Dail 
to ma.ze inquiry into the truth or otherwise 
of those charges. On those grounds the 
Labour ~arty took the view that inquiry 
must be made by the Dail, and a report made 
to the Dail. It should not be a mere Execu- 
tive inquiry, nor an inquiry participated in 
by persons brought in from outside and not 
responsible to the Dail, no matter how com- 
petent they might be. Members 61 the Dail 
had no right to throw their responsibility on 
persons who had not been elected to the 
Dail. They took the view that it should 
be a Dail inquiry, and that the Labour 
Party could not participate in an inquiry 
where non-members of the Dail were asked 
to take part in the tribunal. 


BLACK AND WHITE. 


Mr. Mulcahy said that he fully appreciated 
Mr. Johnson’s point, and he had raised it 
in @ different form when discussing with the 
President the matter of the personnel it was 
suggested to put on the Committee. But 
his ¢wn attitude was that, in order to get 
a verbatim report in black and white on 
paper, he was prepared to be induced to sit 
before any inquiry or any Committee set up 
by the Executive Council. He was prepared 
to go to see what evidence could be put be- 
fore any such Committee. He was so anxions 
to get things in black and white that he 
would accept any : nominations that the 
President or the Executive Council offered. 

In a debate in the previous week they had 
heard the voice of an Executive Minister 
challenging a member to ‘‘ take a vote on it.’’ 
The implication of that particular ery was 
that if anybody there was so rash as to 
' challenge the Executive Council there in the 
Dail, he could face the position of putting 
up another Executive. . He felt that they 
were in the position that if the Executive 
Council said they could not give a Committee 
of a pafticular kind; and could not extend 
the terms of reference, and anybody 
challenged that, they would hear the voice 
crossing the Dail, and conveying the same 
implication, saying—*‘ Try a vote on it.” 

very extraordinary things had happened— 
matters involving the confidence of the people 
and of the Dail in the Executive Council. 
He would ask the Executive Council to con- 
sider seriously whether, in the matter of ex- 
tending the terms of reference and altering 
the natute of the Committee, they could not,

MANAGER FOUND SHOT: 
£1,000 STOLEN.

A mysterious t was discovered at 
a branch of Lloyd's at Bordon (Hamp- 
shire) y. The bank manager was 
found dead, shot through the head. 

The Press Association’s Alton Corre- 
spondent states that at 3.20 p.m. yesterda 
Mr. W. all, manager of the sub-bra 
of Lloyd’s Bank at Bordon, was found 
murdered on the bank premises, and a sum 
of one thousand pounds in Treasury notes 
and silver was discovered to be missing. 

The mb was discovered by the driver 
of the Al sos Gk *bus, who was in the habit 
of calling at the bank each day for Mr. Hall, 
who lived at Farnham. 

On his making the call yesterday, Mr. Hall 
did not appear. The driver found Mr. Hall on 
the bank premises shot through the head, 
probably by a revolver. 

Police inquiries were at once set on foot, 
and information was received that a stranger, 
who had been on a “bus from Frensham 
Vale about seven o'clock last evening, caught 
the train from Farnham to Waterloo. 

A man was later detained on suspicion at 
Kennington lane Police Station, London. He 
was subsequently released. The police are 
following up certain other clues in London, 

The Daily Express Bordon Correspondent 
says:—Mr. Hall, the murdered bank manager, 
was shot down with a Service revolver. A 
flattened bullet, which must have passed 
through the window of the bank, was found 
outside. Part of another bullet was also 
found. 

It is clear, adds the Correspondent, that the 
shot was fired while the murderer stood close 
to his victim. The bullet wound was badly 
singed.

TRADE PROSPECTS 
IMPROVING. 


— 


In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day, a vote of £79,506, to complete the sum 
necessary for administration in several depart- 
ments of the Ministry of Labour, was sub- 
mitted. 

Mr. Andrews, Minister of Labour, in 
moving the vote, said that he was glad to 
inform the House that the dark clouds were 
going away, and that there were prospects 
of a better industrial future ahead. It was 
gratifying te know that the rate of progress 
was even more rapid than in Great Britain. 
In April, 1922, the difference between the 
vercentage of. unemvlovment in Northern 
Ireland and Great Britain was 10.47; the 
difference to-day was only four per cent. above 
Great Britain. In connection with the linen 
trade in 1923 there was an enormous number 
of unemployed—26.37 per cent. of the insured 

rsons in that industry were -unemployed 

o-day there were less than nine per cent. of 

the insured persons in the linen trade out of 
work. The total fignre of unemployed was 
less to-day than it has ever been since the 
Government came into power, and it was 
gratifying to know that the 45,000 people, 
who were on systematic short time a few 
years ago; were now fully employed. 

He was looking forward to the time when 
the Insurance Fand would be self-supporting, 


and when the payments into the fund under + 


the Insurance Act would be sufficient to meet 
all the claims u it for benefit. 
DEPRESSION IN SHIPBUILDING. 

Mr. Thompson Donald. stated that, not- 
withstanding the Minister's statement that 
the dark clouds were passing, they had still 
from twelve to fourteen thousand able-bodied 
men ‘walking the streets unemployed, largely 
owing to the depression in the shipbuilding 
industry. The unemployed in Belfast were 
receiving ten shillings per week less than the 
unemployed in Great Britain, and they re- 
ceived no relief from the Poor Law Guar- 
dians. At the same time, he. was glad to 
know that the*position generally was much 
better. 

Colonel Woods expressed appreciation of 
the work of the. Minister of Labour and his 
staff. 

Professor Johnstone protested against the 
increase in the number ofcivil servants in 
Northern Ireland. In the Labour Ministry 
officers were increasing, although unemploy- 
ment was decreasing. 

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

The Minister of Labour, in reply, said that 
he regretted to say that there was no possi- 
bility of improvement in the shipbuilding in-, 


| dustry. dufing the néxt ‘few months, but. it 


was anticipated that by the middle of summer 
things would begin to steadily improve. One 
regrettable feature of the return was that, 
while women were returning to work in the 
linen industries, men were becoimng unem- 
ployed in the shipyards.

FRANGESTAN LOST. 


CARGO OF COTTON VALUED 
AT £250,000. 


Lloyd’s Port Sudan agent telegraphed at 
7 p.m. yesterday that the master of the 
British steamer Frangestan reported that he 
left the ship at 7.20 p.m.. G.M.T., on Wed- 
nesday. The vessel was then on fire fo: two- 
thirds of its length, and was fast foundering 
by the head. t is presumed that it sank 
three hours later in 237 fathoms of water. 

A wireless message from the submarine 
K 26. stated that at 2 p.m. vesterday the 
Frangestan was abandoned, and was dan- 
gerous to navigation. 

The Frangestan, 9,833. tons, registered at 
Hong Kong, was bound from Bombay to 
Genoa and Barcelona with cotton valued at 

250,000. The ship carried 1,200 pilgrims, 
who were to have been landed at Jeddah. 

Fire broke out in the cargo early on Tues- 
day while the vessel was passing through the 
Red Sea. Efforts to overcome the fames 
with steam and carbonic acid gas were un- 
successful, and the passengers and crew were 
taken off by the Clan Mclver. 

_The hull of the vessel is valued at £60,000. 
Much of the insurance on the cargo had been 
placed on the London market at 40s. per 
cent. When the news of the fire was re- 
ceived reinsurances were placed at 25 
guineas per cent., and later at 60 guineas. 


U.S. LIQUOR LAWS. 


HEAVY FINES ON SEVEN 


BRITISH SEAMEN, 


NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Federal Judge Garvin has fined seven mem- 
bers of the crew of the White Star liner 
Megantic 1,600 dollars each for being in pos- 
session of liquor, and for bringing it into 
the country. 

Judge Garvin recalled the fact that he had 
only imposed nominai fines in the case of 
members of the Orduna’s crew, but had then 
issued a warning that the next time any 
British seamen were brought before him on 
similar eharges he would inflict heavy 
penalties.

ROME, Thursday. 

No striking electoral changes are expec 
to result from Sunday's polls, and the public 
is, therefore, taking only a very mild interest 
in the struggle. 

The composition of the future Chamber 
could easily be guessed from the day on which 
the Government issued their list and 
announced their intention of supplementing 
the two-thirds majority to which the new 
electoral law entitles them by sharing also a 
part of the seats reserved to the minority. 

The new electoral law, invented by Signor 
Acerbo, Under Secretary to the Prime 
Minister, is founded on the principle that the 
one list which gets a majority of one vote 
over any other list—provided that it has 
polled mm the whule country at least 25 per 
cent. of the total votes—gets two-thirds of the 
535 seats—viz., 356. 

Had the same law been in force in England 
when the last elections tonk place, the results 
would have been quite different from those 
resulting from the British eleciora] svstem. 
The Conservatives, having polled 5,541,605 
votes, would have won two-thirds of the 
seats in the new House, that is to say, 410 
(instead of 253); Labour, with 4,409.°27. 
would have received 103 seats (instead of 
192): the Liberals, with their 4,219,242 votes, 
would have got only 97 seats (instead of 152), 
and the Independents would have got 5 seats. 
Despite, however, this specially made 
electoral law, Mussolini could not afford to 
go before the electorate with a list composed 
of only Fascist candidates, There are many 
provinces in Italy where Fascism is in & 
minority. 

Sicily, Sardinia and Southern Italy, were 
not expected to vote for Fascism, or at least 
for undiluted Fascism, and in Northern Italy 
there are regions like Venetia, Piedmont and 
Liguria, where the opponents of Fascism 
would probably dominate the polls. 

In face of the danger of a “ block’’ formed 
by Opposition or Independent parties cap- 
able of polling a clear majority, Mussolini 
found it advisable to include in the Govern- 
ment list a great many Liberals and Demo- 
erats (70), and a few faithful Catholics (10). 
That is why. after protracted negotiations, 
the former Premier, Orlando, the popular 
Speaker of the Chamber, Signor de Nicola, 
and many others have been induced to join 
the Government list, in which Conservative- 
Liberals, like Signor Salandra and his poli- 
tical friends, were already enrolled. By 
this means Signor Mussolini hopes to secure 
the votes of Naples, where Signor de Nicola 
is most popular, and Sicily, where Signor 
Or.ando is all powerfu 

The Opposition propár (Democrats, Social- 

ists, Catholies, Republitans) claims that the 
Government. is violating the spirit of their 
own electoral law, since in three out of fifteen 
regions - the... Government is. contesting 
also the few seats left to the minority, with 
the avowed aim of reducing the chances of 
the Opposition, even in the limited field 
assigned to them by the law. 
The total number of candidates is 1,354, 
and in each regional constituency the elector- 
ato is called to choose between 6, 10, and 
even 12 Jists. 

It. is anticipated that the new Chamber will 
include only 125 members of the Opposition, 
while 410 will be for the Government.

The Irish Traders and. Stockowners’

resolution of the Cattle Exporters’ Association 
adopting the scheme» put forward by Mr. 
Thomas E. McConnell, M.P., Belfast, which 
had met with the approval of the trade 
associations of Ireland, was fully discussed 
and approved, 
The Chairman “(Senatcr J. J Couniban) 
explained the present position of Irish live 
stock at British ports. If, while being de- 
tained either for or beyond the required 
period the animals should contract the disease, 
no payment of compensation is made after 
slaughter, because the lairage in which they 
are kept is regarded as « sort of ‘“‘no man’s 
land,” and, consequently, the beasts are not 
looked upon as either Irish or Eng/ish for 
compensation purposes. Mr. McConnell’s pro- 
posal was, that while the animals are under- 
going the stipulated period of detention they 
should be classed as Irish, when the Free 
State or six counties Governments would be 
responsible for compensation, but from the 
moment that this period ended and the 
animals received a clean bill of health from 
the veterinary officer, they should he treated, 
for the purpose of compensation, as British. 
The Committee thought the proposal both 
reasonable and fair, and trusted that the 
Government would take it up seriously, as the 
cattle trade of Ireland could not afford to 
remain in its present unprotected state. The 
recent outbreak had involved several traders 
in complete financial ruin owing to the lack 
of compensation for animals slaughtered.

CLUMSY’ ARGUMENTS.

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
desultory negotiations on the subject of Ger- 
man disarmament which have been proceed- 
ing for the last few months, and the latest 
German Note regarding the matter, ob- 
serves :—~It is disappointing that the German 
Government should not have accepted the 
last proposals of the Allies. There is always 
a hidden design in every German diplomatic 
move, and it is, no doubt, supposed that to 
put forward the idea of the League of Nations 
will be to rally the Labour Government to 
the German view and to separate Britain 
from France. There is, happily, no prospect 
that the British Government will depart from 
the attitude which it adopted only a month 
ago, and to which France adhered. , 

The German Note contains the strange 
allegation that it would be encroaching upon 
the rights: of the League of Nations to ap- 
point a fresh body to investigate the state of 
German armaments. By typically clumsy and 
disingenuous arguments of that sort Germany 
will only weaken her case. Since when has 
the Wilhelmstrasse begun to show such tender 
solicitude for the rights of the League’? And 
what exactly does it suppose to be the rights 
of the League in this matter? The German 
argument falls lamentably to the ground, 
because the League has at present no rights 
whatever.

BELGIAN CHAMBER’S DECISION. 


The feminist movement is advancing little 
bv little in the Belgian Parliament, states 
he Times Brussels Correspondent in a 
message yesterday. Up to the present women 
have obtained the right to sit as members of 
the Chamber and Senate, but not to take part 
in the elections to those Assemblies. Their 
electoral. rights extend only to municipal 
bodies, and ‘they are qualified to fill the post 
of Burgomaster. This afternoon the Chamber 
gave further satisfaction to the feminisis when 
it decided by 110 votes to 18, with seven 
abstentions, that henceforth women may he 
appointed as judges in the commercial tn.

WESTMINSTER, wh ursday. 
The House of Commons was very dull to- 
day during the question hour, and ont of a 
list of 106 questions quite half remained un- 
answered, because of the absence of those 
who were to put them. 
Sir Kingsley Wood asked whether the 
Prime Minister had any proposals to make to 
Parliament relating to the prevention of 
strikes that interfered with the public ser- 
vices. An ind:gnant shout went up when 
Mr. Clynes rephed in the negative, and 
gratuitously informed the House vhat it was 
owing to the non-interference of the Govern- 
ment that the public had not suffered greater 
inconvenience in the recent tramway strike. 
Mr. Clynes said that the Government saw no 
reason for deferring the decision on free rail- 
way tickets for members of Parliament until 
alter the next general election. He hoped 
that the House would have an opportunity of 
deciding the matter before Easter. " 
After yesterday’s excitemients, followed by 
an all-night -sitting, members were grateful to 
the Government for having put down the Civil 
service Estimates for discussion, en- 
abled the majority of them to seek the re- 
pose they so urgently needed. The first sub- 
ject raised—the present depressed condition 
of agriculture—atiracted few members not 
actually interested im the land, and even on 
this topic there was very little new thet could 
said. Myr. Wardlaw-Milne started with a 
metion calling for a _ declaration the 
Government's agricultural policy, in view of 
the fact that, if the prevailing uncertainty 
lasted much lenger, arable land would in 
evitably be turned to grass. He called atten- 
tion to the Prime Minister’s pledge on this 
question daring the election, and inquired 
whether this might be taken as another pro- 
m:se “'gonc west.’ 
Mr. Acland, who may always be counted 
upon to speak in support of the interests of 
agriculture, while opposed to a universal 
grant to the industry, believed that there 
were many ways in which the farmer might 
he assisted in these difficult times. 
Mr. Noel Buxton certainly cannot be 
accused of any want of interest \ agricul- 
ture, but he did not gather from tae various 
speeches exactly what the Opposition desired 
the Government to do in order to accomplish 
what they all desired. In dealing with the 
question generally, the Minister advanced one 
uew element, which he believed contributed 
te the existing unsatisfactory position. That 
was, the growing tendency to make use of thie 
land for the purposes of pleasure. There 
seemed, he said, to be too much inclination 
to create social status out of the possessio 
of land, and he warned his hearers that

TREELESS IRELAND.

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THE URGENT NEED FOR 
RE-AFFORESTATION. 


“ Re-afforestation: Its Urgency and Im- 
portance ” was the subject of a paper read by 
Mr. R. J. Kelly, K.C. fast evening at a 
mecting of the Statistical and Social Inquiry 
Society of Ireland at the Plunkett House, 
Merrion square, Dublin. The Lord Chief 
Justice presided. 

Mr. Kelly said that the scarcity of trees in 
Ireland was daily becoming more ard more 
alarming. The country was now the most 
sparsely timbered in the wor'd. 

Having pointed out that the planting of 
trees not only beautified a country, but pro- 
vided employment fcr its people, Mr. Kelly 
said that in Germany on? tn twelve of the 
population was engaged in forestry, directly 
or indirectly. At one time Ireland was o1 
of the most extensively timbered covntries 1 
the world, and was frequently referred to 2 
“the island of trees.” Several of the ol 
place names were, in fact, derived fron 
“darig,’’ which was the Irish for oak. 

Irish oak was famous all over the globe, and 
the Westminster Hall in London, standing to 
this day, was constructed largely of Irish oak 
sent across to England in the days of William 
ll. From the time of Queen Elizabeth, how- 
ever, the forests of Ireland were destroyed by 
the English, who believed that they were 
hiding places for rebels. As time went on 
the destruction of forests became more ex- 
tensive; the woods were decmated, and 
under the Land Purchase Acts the people, not 
appreciating the utility of trees, cut them 
down. 

Towards the close of his address Mr. Kelly 
quoted Professor Pinchot, of Yale University, 
to show that trees regulate temperature and 
rainfall, provide shelter and shade for flocks 
and herds, and genetally edd to the wealth 
and resources of a country.

SUMMER TIME. 
BILL PASSED THROUGH ALL 


ITS STAGES, 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 3 o'clock, 

The Chairman announced that, on his re- 
commendation and with the concurrence of 
the Minister for Finance, the President. had 
sanctioned the re-appointments of the Clerk 
and of the Assihant-Clerk to the Senate. 

The House accepted the second reading, 
and then passed through all its stager the 
Local Government (Temporary Provisions) 
Bill, a measure described by the Chairman as 
of a purely formal nature. 

The Summer Time Bill came before the 
House on its second gtage. 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde said that 
there was a certain amount of opposition to 
the bill on behalf of the farming community. 
Any practical farmer could adapt himself to 
the new situation by starting his work an 
bour later in the morning. 

Mr. Lenehan opposed the bill, which, he. 
said, was an imposition on the agricultural 
community, who would be deprived of . the 
most valuable hour of their working day. 

Colonel Moore also opposed the bill, and 
said that it meant the minority of the popula- 
tion imposing their will on the -majority—the 
farmers and farm workers. 

Mr. O’Farrell said that the opposition to 
the bill was in reality an attempt to put 
back the clock. (Laughter.) e all 
hardship it would inflict on the agricultural 
community was negligible in comparison with 
the benefits conferred on the population of 
the towns and cities. (Hear,~ hear.) 

Messrs. Jackson, Barri and Bagwell 
spoke in favour of the bill. The Jast-named 
pointed out that if Ireland would not adopt 
summer-time the traffic difficulties with 
other countries would be insuperable. 

The bill wag read a second time and, Mr. 
Lenehan and Colonel Moore withdrawing their 
oppesition, the Standing Orders were sus- 
pended and the measure put through all its 
stages and passed. 


JURIES BILL, 

The Committee Stage of the Juries Amend- 
ment Bill, 1924, was next taken, 

Sir Thomas Esmonde moved an amend- 
ment for the op ey of eliminating from 
the operation of the bill juries of coroners’ 
inquests and other such inquiries. 

he amendment was . : 

Mr. Barrington inquired about the right of 
certain persons to exemption from service 
on juries, and said that he thought Senators 
ought to be entitled to exemption. 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that 
later on a comprehensive measure dealing 
with juries would be introduced. The posi- 
tion at the moment was that existing exemp- 
tions were not interfered with. In addition 
te the exemptions in the bill, it was recog- 
nised that members of the Oireachtas sh 
not be liable to jury service. 

The Committee stage was passed, 

The report stage of the Electricity Under- 
takings (Comtinuance of Charges) Bill, 1924, 
was passed without discussion. 

The Public Safety (Punishment of Offences) 
Yemporary Bill’ was considered on report. 

Mr. O’Farrell had an amendment on the 
paper intending to substitute a “ District 
Justice’’ for the “Minister of Fin- 
ance'”” as the person who should 
have the decision in cases of a pro- 
posed forfeiture of money illegally pos- 
sessed. He asked what the Minister in- 
tended in respect to his amendment. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he had given very 
full consideration to the arguments advanced 
in the Senate, and had consulted the 
Minister for Finance, but that Minister had 
not been able to depart from the view 
that as these were cases of confiscation on 
something short of absolute proof it would 
be unwise to ask that a Court should be 
directly involved in the matter. There were 
very glaring cases of persons blossoming out 
into sudden affluence. and the only explana- 
tion was that they had taken advantage of 
the disturbed circumstances of the time to 
enrich themselves. They had been empowered 
to intern on something short of proof, and 
the idea here was the same. The State 
asked a District Justice to make a stay or 
“— order on a suspected person's account, 
and that person had a month in which to 
satisfy the Minister for Finance that the 
money was legally in his possession. 


APPEALS. 


The Minister for Finance had suggested 
that a Departmental Committee should be set 
up, one member of the Committee to be an 
independent lawyer, to hear appeals. The 
other persons were to be representatives of 
the Departments of the Ministers for Finance 
and Home Affairs. 

Mr. $. L. Brown, K.C., said that there 
would be no _ objection to a District 
Justice hearing. such cases in private, and 
that would give bas protection to the 
public. The real objection was to having the 
order made by the Minister for Finance. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that the section consti- 
tuted a very serious interference with the 
liberty of the subject, and they should not 
lightly hand over these rights to a Minister.
